THE MECHANISM OF THE GATLING GUN 
CONSISTED OF A GROUP OF BARRELS 
MOUNTED IN A CIRCLE. THE BARRELS 
WERE REVOLVED BY TURNING A CRANK 
ON THE SIDE OF THE BREECH HOUSING. 
THE RATE OF FIRE DEPENDED ON HOW 

FAST THE CRANK WAS TURNED 

USUALLY AROUND BOO SHOTS 
PER MINUTE. 



The gun didn't see too much action during the civil war, but was used to good 
effect by some army units during the bitter indian wars. with these deadly 
weapons, the feared indian charge was a thing of the past. in time, it was used, 
not only by this country, but by many other governments all over the world. 
the gatling gun served its purpose well until about 1908, when the machine 
gun, as we know it now, came into being
